About fifty years ago there was 
so much 
memorizing 
of 
mere 
words at school that a strong reac­ 
tion set in against learning so 
much by heart. 
The pendulum has swung so 
far in this direction that some 
teachers suppose it is a sin for a 
child at school or Sunday school 
to learn anything by heart. 
While there seems to be no ob­ 
jection to letting children rem em ­ 
ber some things incidentally, they 
must not, as a rule, set out wth a 
purpose to memorize. Except by 
actors and actresses, learning by 
heart is a forgotten art. 
Many a course in the modern 
teachers’ college puts strong em­ 
phasis on the folly of having chil­ 
dren memorize. Incidentally, stu­ 
dents wishing to pass in such a 
course set themselves to memoriz­ 
ing a good many items in it! 
To have the pupil or student me­ 
morize sentences from his books in 
geography o*. chemistry 
would be wasteful, of course. 
• • • 
BUT AFTER he has turned the 
words of the book into ideas ex­ 
pressed in his own words, it would 
be wasteful for him not to try to 
store these ideas in his head. One 
of the most strategic places in 
learning is right after meaning has 
been arrived at. There is the place 
to try to rem em ber this meaning. 
It doesn’t always stick, incidental­ 
ly. 
Often the high school or college 


simple numbers and of the process 
of adding and subtracting, need to 
learn by role the 100 basic addition 
facts and the 100 basic subtraction 
facts. 
These children also need to prac­ 
tice by repetition as they learn to 
spell. The way to best learn to spell 
most words is by rote memory, by 
saying over and over the letters of 
a word in correct order while look­ 
ing at it till it is learned by heart.

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REWARD WELL EARNED 
CASEY STENGEL has been giv en a con­ 
tract to manage the world 
champion New 
York Yank ees for another two 
y ears, at a 
salary reported to be $100,000 
annually . But 
Stengel, although famous for 
hav ing won 
four world championships 
in a row, is no 
fav ored child of fortune. 
Stengel has been in baseball more than 30 
y ears and has suffered all the disappoint­ 
m ents common to the sport. He has been 
in and out of the big leagues more times 
than he can rem em ber. One y ear he was an 
assistant coach on a tail-end team. 
But Casey never gave 
up. Ev entually 
owners discovered he had 
a way of putting 
his team at the top, or so 
close to the pen­ 
nant that attendance flourished and a 
profit 
resulted. This happened at Oakland in the 
Pacific Coast League, where 
he won the 
pennant and the playoff. 
This brought him 
to the attention of the owners 
of the Yank­ 
ees, and he became their m anager.

has happened since is baseball history . 
Now 62 y ears of age, rich and famous, 
Stengel seems to have been the product of 
his own determination.

trav el to reach it. 
Connie Mack says Stengel is the best in 
the business. So if he is to draw 
down $100,- 
000 a year he has earned it, and no one will

Gov ernor Adlai Stev enson, speaking be­ 
fore v eterans who had risked their liv es for 
their country , said: 
“ Now it seems to me that true patriotism 
is based on tolerance and a large measure 
of humility .” 
That, of course, is a priv ate definition of 
an emotion and is unrelated to the subject. 
Patriotism is lov e of country . And lov e of 
country forbids tolerance of traitors, recog­ 
nition of the right of any one to betray our 
country , to sell her secrets to a foreign foe. 
No one can simultaneously be a patriot and 
a defender of Alger Hiss, of the Rosen- 
bergs, of the Harold Ware Communist cell, 
of the New York Elev en and the Holly wood 
Ten. It is impossible to be a patriot and a 
Communist or a friend of the Communists 
at the same time. 
The word, humanity , is v ery broad and 
includes all these categories. It includes 
the saintly and the ev il and the rest of us 
who are in between. 
Further, Stev enson said to these same 
v eterans: 
I 
“ Now what can we say , too, for the man 
who proclaims J iimself a patriot—and then 
! for political or for personal reasons attacks 
the patriotism of faithful public serv ants? 
I giv e y ou, if I may , as a shocking ex ample 
the attacks which hav e been made on the 
loy alty and the motiv es of our great war­ 
time Chief of Staff, General Marshall. To 
me, this is the ty pe of ‘patriotism’ which 
is, in Dr. J ohnson’s phrase, the last refuge 
of scoundrels.” 
Does this mean that if a public serv ant 
has made griev ous errors, costing to date 
121,000 American casualties, we are to say 
nothing about it because he is a “ faithful 
public serv ant?” No one has questioned 
General Marshall’s fidelity in the sense 
that one questions Alger Hiss’s fidelity , but 
General George Marshall is responsible for 
a series of blunders which gav e S ov i e t 
Russia the opportunity to conquer China 
and which brought on the Korean War. He 
could hav e accomplished the same result 
with the v ery best of intentions, as he could 
hav e sav ed us the humiliations we h a v e 
suffered in Asia. 
Millions of human beings hav e been kill­ 
ed in wars and driv en destitute by the best 
of intentions of politicians, statesmen, and 
ev en philosophers. It is not a question of 
the intention of public njen, but their judg­ 
ment, their wisdom, their capacity to stand 
firm in the face of pressures. 
To quote Dr. Samuel J ohnson is easy ; the 
quotation appears in many reference books 
and was originally written for his diction­ 
ary which is nev er used any more. He was 
a garrulous gentleman whose w r i t i n g s 
were nev er as worthy as his conv ersation 
which was full of quips and wisecracks. We 
know more about hirrl from his admirer, 
J ames Boswell, who recorded his witti­ 
cisms, than from his own w or k s which 
were unusually dull. J ohnson is a fitting 
hero to Stev enson who fills his s e r i ou s 
speeches with the light touch that div erts 
from the main issue. 
Patriotism cannot be described 
a s “ the 
last refuge of scoundrels,” for it is a noble 
attribute, an ex pression of lov e and grati- 
. tude,

CLEVELAND, Oct. 25—(AV-Med- 
ical bills could be cut if doctors 
prescribed fewer trademarked or 
proprietary drugs, says a 
study | 
reported to the American Public | 
Health Association. Cheaper, iden'.i- j 
cal drugs, not trade marked, often! 
are available, it says. 
This study of doctors’ prescrip- j 
tions was made by Dr. Frank F, 
Furstenberg, Matthew T a b a c k, 
Harry Goldberg, and Dr. J. Wilfred 
Davis of the Baltimore City Medical 
Care Program. 
The Baltimore program 
gives 
medical care to indigent persons, 
wHo are assigned to clinics for di­ 
agnosis. The clinic report usually 
goes to neighborhood doctors who 
direct the treatments. 
Prescrip­ 
tions for 1950-51 cost $150,000. The 
study said $9.000 in tax funds would 
have been saved if doctors had pre­ 
scribed officially - accepted drugs 
which are not trademarked, but 
have identical properties. The doc­ 
tors said: 
“ It is noteworthy that 24 per 
cent of simple aspirin compounds 
were written with a trademarked 
name or for a preparation not ac­ 
cepted by any official authority. 
“The prescribing of traditional 
cough medications has been all but 
forgotten and they have been re­ 
placed by a multitude of higher 
priced cough mixtures ”

ANOTHER 
big 
attraction, 
al­ 
though having appeared in several 
previous parades, was the Wel­ 
come Wagon ox-cart. Adding to the 
color of the aged wagon towed by 
lumbering oxen were Robert Col­ 
ville, “ Mr. Pumpkin Show” 
him­ 
self, Mrs. Hank Reid and Joe Bell, 
all dressed in frontier garb a n d 
leaning over the front of the Con­ 
estoga wagon. 
Many bright, shiny new 
autos 
drew the attention of the crowds 
lining the parade routes, but no 
m ore so than the “ relics” on pa­ 
rade. 
A 1913 Cole Eight piloted by E l­ 
liott Barnhill seeking favor for the 
proposed city charter plan was one 
of them, along with other ancient 
vintage vehicles. 
Chief comment on the old cars 
was wonder at how quietly and 
smoothly they ran. And another 
“oldie” drew attention for anoth­ 
er reason. It was a stock car, 
geared for high speeds for com­ 
petition at the city stock c a r 
track. 
Nearly all of Circleville’s indus­ 
tries or services with vehicles were 
represented, especially those which 
appeal to the farm er. 
However, leering from the pa­ 
rade route some of the young farm 
workers opined not too much work 
could be accomplished in the field 
with the self-propelled c o m b i n e 
which passed by with a pretty 
young lass perched atop it.

AS IN other evening parades dur­ 
ing this year’s Show, the floats 
proved to be big attractions. Judg- 
. ing for the floats was completed 
»last Wednesday evening, and the 
winners in this year's contest will 
be announced Saturday afternoon 
in the winners’ parade as they pass 
the reviewing platforms. 
Many persons along the parade 
route felt Friday’s m arch w a s 
maybe “ too big,” with too much 
to catch the eye while swaying over 
tired feet. 
AU concerned, however, felt a 
satisfaction as the parade ended 
that so many local groups h a d 
taken the tim e and shown the in­ 
terest to do their part in the big 
Show.

ment prior to opening because of 
the Ulness of the girl member of 
the starring couple. 
“However, it was too late for the 
show people here to get anybody 
else,” Snyder explained, “ and Jan 
et—my wife—decided to go through 
with it despite the bad cold s h e 
still has. 
“ She’s just been getting by with 
the act under the circumstances, 
but we hope we’ve been giving the 
folks a few thrills.”

SNYDER SAID the act Wednes­ 
day night had to be curtailed be 
cause of the cold, and “ we may do 
that at any time when we find it’s 
too cold up there to keep safe hand 
holds.” 
The Snyders, long-time residents 
of Florida who began their act 15 
years ago, perform at and around 
the top of a swaying pole that tow­ 
ers 125 feet above Pickaway street 
near Main. 
At one time part of a Ringling 
Brothers Circus feature, they have 
had their independent act for the 
last five years.

“ we’ll go back to Florida and rest 
up.”

A form er high school honor 
student who adm itted he tried to 
extort $750 from a girl on threat of 
death faces the prospect of 15 years 
in prison.

A childhood tragedy in her na­ 
tive Prague adds an interesting 
chapter to the story of Malikova 
And behind the local appearance of 
the Snyders is loyalty to the tradi­ 
tion that “ the show must go on.” 
Born Zenka Blondin, the Czecho­ 
slovakian girl joined other mem­ 
bers of her family in acrobatic per­ 
formances at the age of f o u r. 
About three years later her mother 
was killed during one of the acts. 
• • • 
THE BLONDE child performer, 
who recalls she “ cried with joy” 
when permitted to join the family 
troupe, was perched on her moth­ 
er’s shoulders while the parent was 
riding a bike on a high wire at the 
time of the accident. A guy wire 
supporting 
the 
main 
equipment 
snapped, plunging both mother and 
child 40 feet to the ground. 
Zenka's father broke the child s 
fall but his wife was instantly kill­ 
ed. Zenka herself suffered a broken 
arm and brain concussion. 
Undaunted by the tragedy, Zenka 
perfected her act, married 
a n d 
came to the United States 14 years 
ago. The Malikovas have a daugh­ 
ter, Wanda, 16, who has already 
performed on the trapeze in a num­ 
ber of feature appearances. 
The Malikovas have s t a g e d 
acts all over the country, hold­ 
ing main program spots before 
crowds of approximately 125,009 
both in Chicago and Los Angeles. 
They make their home in F o r t 
Worth, Texas. 
The Pumpkin Show act, in which 
the mother performs alone, w ill be 
the family’s last outdoor engage­ 
ment of the season. Before leaving 
for Texas however, they will par­ 
ticipate in the Sunday television 
program “ Super Circus,” schedul­ 


ed for showing Nov. 9 from Colum­ 
bus on Channel 6. 
Malikova suffered minor leg abra­ 
sions here Thursday 
when 
she 
slipped while walking the high wire 
with a basket on each foot. Spec­ 
tators at the Friday night perform­ 
ance also noticed her protest, 
at 
the climax of her act on a ladder- 
cycle, when a 
man 
walking on 
High street 35 feet below disturbed 
her concentration on balance. The 
Malikovas do not use a safety net.

THE DEPUTIES said the explo­ 
sion happened at about 3:45 p rn. 
Friday shortly after the couple had 
visited a store in the village and 
purchased groceries and kerosene. 
Apparently the stove, a coal-oil 
cooking stove, was being f i l l e d 
when the explosion happened 
Mrs. Powell was burned to death 
near the scene of the explosion 
while her husband ran from the 
house with his clothes afire. A 
neighbor, R. C. Hutchison, pulled 
his burning clothes from his body. 
Harrisburg and Ashville fire de­ 
partm ents were called to the scene 
and 
extinguished 
the 
resulting 
blaze, which caused an estimated 
$3,500 damage to the five-r c o m 
home. 
The couple, old-age pensioners, 
lived in the house alone and it 
was believed a sister was their 
only nearest relation.

About fifty years ago th ere was

words at school that a strong re a c ­ 
tion set 
in 
against 
learning 
so 
m uch by heart. 
The pendulum 
has swung 
so

far in this direction 
that 
som e 
teachers suppose it is a sin for a 
child at school or Sunday school 
to learn anything by heart. 
While there seem s to be no ob- j 
jection to letting children re m e m ­ 
ber som e things incidentally, they 
must not, as a rule, set out wth a 
purpose to m em orize. E xcept by 
actors and actresses, learning by 
h eart is a forgotten art. 
Many a course in the m odern 
te ac h e rs’ college puts strong e m ­ 
phasis on the folly of having chil­ 
dren m em orize. 
Incidentally, stu ­ 
dents wishing to pass in such a 
course set them selves to m em oriz­ 
ing a good m any item s in it! 
To have the pupil or student m e ­ 
morize sentences from his books in 
history, 
geography oa, chem istry 
would be wasteful, of course. 
• 
• 
* 


BUT AFTER he has turned the 
words of the book into ideas ex ­ 
pressed in his own words, it would 
be wasteful for him not to try to 
store these ideas in his head One 
of the 
most 
strategic 
places 
in 
learning is right after meaning has 
been arriv ed at. T here is the place 
to try to re m e m b er this meaning. 
It doesn’t always stick, incidental­ 
ly. 
Often the high school or college 
student, even the pupil of the up­ 
per grades, should practice at r e ­ 
peating over and over long enough 
to re m e m b e r them , the m eanings 
he has derived from the pages of 
his textbook. 
Also, in each subject are certain 
sym bols and key words which will 
have to be used constantly that 
should be m em orized by rote. 
In history th ere are a few dates 
worth rem em bering, in some other 
subjects a 
few technical words. 
Even the 
spelling 
of these 
key 
words needs to be learned by repe 
tition over and over again. 
Good learning consists of pick­ 
ing out of what is worth rem em ­ 
bering and then repeating it of­ 
ten enough to hold It 
for 
later 
I use. 
Most students fail to discipline 
them selves to m em orize what they 
should. 
In the early grades, children, a f­ 
ter learning the

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REW ARD WELL EARNED 
CASEY STENGEL has been given a con­ 
tract to manage the world champion New 
York Yankees for another two years, at a 
salary reported to be $100,000 annually. But 
Stengel, although famous for having won 
four world championships in a row, is no 
favored child of fortune. 
Stengel has been in baseball more than 30 
years and has suffered all the disappoint­ 
ments common to the sport. He has been 
in and out of the big leagues more times 
than he can remember. One year he was an 
assistant coach on a tail-end team. 
But Casey never gave up. 
Eventually 
owners discovered he had a way of putting 
his team at the top. or so close to the pen­ 
nant that attendance flourished and a profit 
resulted. This happened at Oakland in the 
Pacific Coast League, where he won the 
pennant and the playoff. This brought him 
to the attention of the owners of the Yank­ 
ees, and he became their manager. What 
has happened since is baseball history. 
Now 62 years of age, rich and famous, 
Stengel seems to have been the product of 
his own determination. He was convinced 
there was room at the top. regardless of the 
long way he had to travel to reach it. 
Connie Mack says Stengel is the best in 
the business. So if he is to draw down $100,- 
000 a year he has earned it, and no one will 
bebrudge him his hard-won good fortune. 


S T E T T IN G YEAR ROUND 
TIME WAS WHEN A PERSON could 
count on eating turkey on Thanksgiving or 
Christmas, 
maybe both, 
and that was 
about the extent of turkey eating for any 
given calendar year. Turkey was a luxury. 
Those who raised turkeys started ’em so 
as to mature in late Fail, to coincide with 
the magazine illustrations of Massachu- 
chusetts Bay colonists coming home with a 
blunderbuss in one hand and a wild turkey 
in the other. 
Considerable change has occurred in the 
past decade or so. At any season of the 
year it is possible to go into- a restaurant 
and dine on turkey. The reasons for the 
turkey’s new •popularity are economic as 
well as gustatory. The “double-breasted” 
bird is a new breed developed for its fac­ 
ulty for reaching a medium weight in a 
very short time on a modicum of feed. It’s 
a size to fit the small family (and small 
oven) of today. It’s easy to carve and han­ 
dy to serve. 


Governor Adlai Stevenson, speaking be­ 
fore veterans who had risked their lives for 
their country, said: 
“Now it seems to me that true patriotism 
is based on tolerance and a large measure 
of humility.” 
That, of course, is a private definition of 
an emotion and is unrelated to the subject. 
Patriotism is love of country. And love of 
country forbids tolerance of traitors, recog­ 
nition of the right of anyone to betray our 
country, to sell her secrets to a foreign foe. 
No one can simultaneously be a patriot and 
a defender of Alger Hiss, of the Rosen- 
bergs, of the Harold Ware Communist cell, 
of the New York Eleven and the Hollywood 
Ten. It is impossible to be a patriot and a 
Communist or a friend of the Communists 
at the same time. 
The word, humanity, is very broad and 
includes all these categories. It includes 
the saintly and the evil and the rest of us 
who are in between. 
Further, Stevenson said to these same 
veterans: 
“Now what can we say, too, for the man 
who proclaims himself a patriot—and then 
(for political or for personal reasons attacks 
the patriotism of faithful public servants? 
I give you, if I may. as a shocking example 
the attacks which have been made on the 
loyalty and the motives of our great war­ 
time Chief of Staff, General Marshall. To 
me, this is the type of ‘patriotism’ which 
is, in Dr. Johnson’s phrase, the last refuge 
of scoundrels.” 
Does this mean that if a public servant 
has made grievous errors, costing to date 
121,000 American casualties, we are to say 
nothing about it because he is a “ faithful 
public servant?” No one has questioned 
General Marshall’s fidelity in the sense 
that one questions Alger Hiss’s fidelity, but 
General George Marshall is responsible for 
a series of blunders which gave S o v i e t 
Russia the opportunity to conquer China 
and which brought on the Korean War. He 
could have accomplished the same result 
with the very best of intentions, as he could 
have saved us the humiliations we h a v e 
suffered in Asia. 
Millions of human beings have been kill­ 
ed in wars and driven destitute by the best 
of intentions of politicians, statesmen, and 
even philosophers. It is not a question of 
the intention of public rr^en, but their judg­ 
ment, their wisdom, their capacity to stand 
firm in the face of pressures. 
To quote Dr. Samuel Johnson is easy; the 
quotation appears in many reference books 
and was originally written for his diction­ 
ary which is never used anymore. He was 
a garrulous gentleman whose w r i t i n g s 
were never as worthy as his conversation 
which was full of quips and wisecracks. We 
know more about hirri from his admirer, 
James Boswell, who recorded his witti­ 
cisms, than from his own w o r k s which 
were unusually dull. Johnson is a fitting 
hero to Stevenson who fills his s e r i o u s 
speeches with the light touch that diverts 
from the main issue. 
Patriotism cannot be described as “the 
last refuge of scoundrels,” for it is a noble 
attribute, an expression of love and grati­ 
tude.

Take Care in Using New Drugs

OLOWING reports of new anti­ 
biotics hive been followed by a 
tendency for the public to "gobble 
up” these drugs— to use them for 
anything and everything. 
With 
aureomycin, 
chloram­ 
phenicol, and terramycln, we are 
now able to check many severe 
Infection* before they can cause 
any serious complications. 
However, too rn any times people 
Insist on taking these drugs w ith­ 
out the advice and direction of 
their physician. This can open the 
way to complications from the 
drugs themselves. A physician Is 
the beat Judge whether a partic­ 
ular drug should bt used in any 
given disease. 


Side Reactions 
As time goes on. we learn that 
drugs cannot be given without 
some 
risk 
of 
side 
reactions. 
Recently, cases of severe anemia 
have been reported from uaing 
chloramphenicol. Some of these 
anemia* have even failed to re­ 
spond to treatment. This does not 
mean the drug should never be 
used, but It does mean we must 
use it only under the direction of 
a physician. In cases where he 
thinks it Is needed. 
With aureomycin and terra- 
mycin. many cases of Irritation of 
the rectum have been reported. 


; The person usually complains of 
severe burning and itching, and 
the area around the rectum Is In­ 
flamed. Many times severe diar­ 
rhea develops, which can last 
from days to months before It 
eventually stops. Usually, the per­ 
son has to go on a mild diet. 
8ome doctors think the diar­ 
rhea may be caused when anti­ 
biotic drugs destroy the normal 
helpful bacteria that are present 
in the healthy bowel. This would 
leave the bowel open to infection 
from molds and Irritating bac­ 
teria. Injections of aver and vita­ 
mins In the muscle are helpful in 
treating this condition. 
Antibiotics can be life-saving 
when used under careful auper- 
vliion. They should not be used 
1 indiscriminately to treat every 
sniffle.

C. O.: W hat is Fordyce* dis­ 
ease, and Is it fatal? 
Answer: Fordyce'* disease Is a 
disorder In which there are little 
pin-point, sore, yellow spots on 
the lining membrane of the lipa 
and cheeks. There may be some 
slight burning and itching 
It 
seems to be a sort of a tumor 
rather than an Infection. 
The condition Is harmless. If 
the sores cause any discomfort, 
they may be cut away, or frozen 
with carbon dioxide snow.

This study of doctors’ prescrip­ 
tions was made by Dr. Frank F. 
Furstenberg, Matthew T a b a c k , 
Harry Goldberg, and Dr. J. Wilfred 
Davis of the Baltimore City Medical 
Care Program.

Baltimore 
program 
gives 
medical care to indigent persons, 
wMo are assigned to clinics for di­ 
agnosis. The clinic report usually 
goes to neighborhood doctors who 
direct 
the 
treatments. 
Prescrip­ 
tions for 1950 51 cost $150,000, The 
study said $9,000 in tax funds would 
have been saved if doctors had pre­ 
scribed officially - accepted drugs 
which are not 
trademarked,
